and uiorr especially in any portion uf the 
IJritish empire, in not only beneficial to 
the human race, but to our own country 
and to this colony in pailicular. Para- 
doxical as it may appear, il is neverthe- 
less true, that the smoking of a pipe by 
lhe bainsclialdalei or the Samueidra, pos- 
sesses at once a re mule influence, and may 
linally have a direct effect upon our culu- 
nial prosperity. Ten million succulent 
fibres .shoot through all lands lo nourish 
the great tr« of commerce from which 
may pluck the golden fruit. These 
opinions naturally lead us to nulict Ihe 
i^gyptian Treaty, to which an extended re- 
ference w ill In- found in another column.

triumph* civilization hat produced. Tiiii 
danger tva* happily averted; and, aiuce 
the conclntioii of the negotiation! thai 
pruduced thi< fortunate rrauh, an irringr- 
imnt baa been made which place* our in- 
tercourK with Litlia un a uwer muir 
iutm Jation than it ever yet potneurd. A 
treaty hat jual been concluded by which 
we have not merely a permitted pajjagr 
across the [ithma* of Suez, but au act uf 
aovewigaty at one of the chief point* of 
what may nuw be called the Bittern Sine 
of traffic, Tbe port of Suet, it i* staled, 
ii ceded to u, and there i* nuw no fear 
that the policy of the old Pacha of Egypt 
— long friendly to m, it it true, from ret- 
•ou of aelf-interett, but which Waa no 
leu liable to interruption from pution or 
caprice - will be departed f rom . Thrpaiaigr 
of the Deiert lg aecured | and a* for that of 
the aei, we have long been accuatomrd to re- 
gard the ocean at our highway to all nation* 
Then, we apprehend, we are cafe , any- 
thing that a French Prince may think, 
gay, or write to the contrary , notwithstand- 
ing. But the pguage of the Itthmm wai 
more or leu of a eoulingeocy. If the 
ruler of Egypt were powerful, which he u, 
and unfriendly to ui, which he ii not, he 
might have annoyed ui considerably. If 
he were weak, however well diipoeed, he 
conkJ qot have kept in awe thoae who 
now atrva him ii tuldirn ; but who, di»- 
baaded and diaorganiaed, would adopt the 
profeaaion of robber* with a niarvelloiu 
facility. In either caae, whether Egypt 
were held by a powerful enemy or a feeble 
friend, we might be not a little incom- 
moded. Commerce it eminently pacific, 
and avoid* the path that i* liable to he 
ooaied by tnunkei ball*. Kpglurhmen are 
never wanting in courage on fit occaaiout, 
bat ■ aerie* of akirmiahei in a day 'a jour- 
ney would be but diiagreeable nccruitie*, 
and to none of our fair eonnl ry women 
thonld we wigh any opportunity ofproving 
how well they could emulate the conduct 
of Lady Sal*. In abort, rapidity and 
aafety being the two thion r,ece**ary to 
that inWKourac between diatant point*, 
by which steam ia doing » much to ci- 
vtliae the world, we rejoice to are them 
now aaiured to a locality where both are 
wanted, and where Loth might have beru 
•wprndrd. The comparmlively few mile* 
uf und that divide the *eaa uf two conti- 
nent* are of ianiFuar importance , they 
form a tort of link in a lung chain, to 
break which would render the whole line 
Uarlea*.

renown — all that can lie required for the 
page of poet ur historian , it did so in the 
instance of Venice . and the most striking 
proof of it ia, that when her conimm't* de- 
serted her, she almost literally 
ftunk, like ■ sea.weed. into whence she rose. 

The rise and fall of Venice testify 
alike uf the immense importance of such 
an evenl gslhat »h art- noticing— one that 
may decide thrchaniirl w hich the trade be- 
tween ihr two ends uf the rarlh ii tu takr, 
And the stream of commerce is one that 
never fails to enrich the bed through which 
it run* ; it is ihe rralltation of the fabled 
PaclnliU, for its unds gre of gold 

The decline of Venu e Ijegan from the 
day on which Vaico de (iama weathered 
the " Cape of Storms," afterwardi more 
auspiciouly named of " Good Hope/' The 
route to India was no longer through the 
Mediterranean ; the spirit uf maritime 
enierprise had marked oul anuther track, 
and though it was long err the rich and 
proud republic exhibited the outward 
marks of decay, it had already attacked 
her. The source of her great ue«s was 
dried up , and al last ihe visible signs of 
poverty appealed. It seems to be ,i prin- 
ciple, invariable in it* operation, that when 
a nation can no Longer increase, it must 
decline. When puwer does nut wax, it 
must wane , and with the decay of her 
commerce, (he glury of Venice had de- 
parted, 

Ages have passed, during which the 
whole of ihe traffic uf Kurojie with Asia 
passed round the Cape of Good Hope, 
craning two iniiuenae oceans. The voy- 
age was long and tedious, bin was sub- 
mitted to aa a necessity ; it seemed to be 
forgotteu that then had ever hern another 
runte, and thai however well-adapted the 
weary waste of waters might be for the 
conveyance of bulky merchandise, it was 
a terrible barrier tu the intercourse uf 
men. It appeared lo be overlooked, abo, 
that human beings have activity and vo- 
lition, and the power of moving from 
place to place with a celerity far above 
what cat) be imparted tu chest* of tea and 
bales of cotton. Other causes contri- 
buted to retain the trade to India in the 
channel it had thus fallen intu. As a 
Ull)e-fr*<iueul*d road is always that se- 
lected by robbera, for the sake of what 
they can plunder from those who mutt 
pass, so the Mediterranean, deserted ai the 
route tu India, became a sea with little 
more upon it than a kiad uf coasting- 
trade-, and thia trade, down to a very re- 
cent period, waa continually harassed by 
pirates, whom tbe ttstet of Europe, with 
an extraordinary supineness, suffered to 
rob and murder their subject, with Im- 
punity. A voyage up the Mediterranean 
serening very Likely to terminate in an 
Algerine prison, it was not attempted. 
But the suppression of thia organised 
piracy rendering this voyagr sifr, and ihe 
improvement! in Mean, making it speed jr, 
men began tu remember their geography, 
and to think that many months of time, 
and many thousand miles of distance 
might be sated by adopting the old mute, 
or one not very different. It was at first 
talked of, then tried, and at last suc- 
ceeded. The principal difficulty was the 
■hurl land-juurney that could not be 
■voided. Luckily for ui, Egypt was go- 
verned by a man more shrewd and leas 
bigoted than Kaatem rulers generally are, 
■nd he gave us every facility ; and now 
the system of transit ia hi perfect that 
the arrival* and departure! are almost as 
regular as those of the daily mails. The 
treaty just concluded secures the system 
thus established from being disturbed. 

The European intercourse with India 
will hrnceforth divide itself into two dif- 
ferent chaanelt,each having its advantage*. 
Passengers, and those articles of trade that 
cunlaiu great value in small compass, such 
aa guld, jewels, or perfumes, and some of 
the rarer fabrics of India., will be conveyed 
b) the shorter and quicker route ' hulky 
merchandise that could lie shipped, un- 
ihipped, and reshipped, without eiiurmuu* 
expense, will alill gu by the Cape. In 
fact, one will be tbe mail tmiu and ihe 
other the luggage train nf the coiumauica 
lion Iwtwecn Europe and the East, 

We can scarcely yet see what result* 
the extension uf thia intercourse will pio- 
duce. The Egyptians, art sadly degene- 
rated in the skill and energy that could 
alone have built the Pyramids, or raised 
the walla of Thrlwa, But their soil is 
fertile still, and the Nile sjireods it* fat- 
tening waters over it a* of old -, the enter- 
prise aud science of Kurupe may again 
make the land that Joseph ruled, the 
granary of nations. The several porta of 
the South of Knrope will be the stages of 
the mad tn Ihe empire of the Moguls. 
Gibraltar and Malta are our baiting places 
oo the route tu Prkin j and may nut rven 
Venice regain, by the re-upening of the 
road, something uf what she lost when it 
was closed T The gleams of a brighter 
fortune may b* few and faint ; bul they 
will be " sunshine still," and therefore 
welcome, though they but remind her of 
splendour departed. It ia not impossible 
tltal more aulid results may be seen. Late 
accounts speak uf the repairing and re- 
filling of many of the palace, which 
Child* Harold left "rotting on the ahure," 
and which have been poetically decaying 
ever liner. Who .hall say (hat Ihe Bu- 
centaur will not be launched again : 
"Taaso's Echoes" loo may awake oner 
more, though they will suuud strangely 
amid the ratlir uf the railway that is lu 
connect the gurgeuus old city uf the sea, 
in the most matler-if-fact manner, with 
the imtiu laud. But in thia too there is 
life and vitality, and thereforr we hail >t. 
The spirit of commerce jb abroad ; it may 
be to revive old greatness u well as to 
create new ; in ruber case it is a good 
wotk, fur which much hu been doae by 
Treaty.

Tun West CVt>T.— Theachuoner TAree 
Brother*, which left Nelson a few weeks 
since for a place ou the West Coast of this 
island, known by the name uf the Black 
Reef, on a sealing trip, returned here on 
Monday lost, wilh 110 teals and sixty 
gallons of seal oil. The master of the 
vessel, Mr. G. Thorns, of Kapiti, states 
that nvar the Black Reef, which is the 
spot marked on the charts as the " Three 
Steeples," a Utile south of Cape Foulwind, 
there is a large river, a mile wide. It has 
a bar at the entrance, un which be took 
soundings, and found sixteen feel al high 
water. The river aptieared to be navi- 
gable fur a considerable distance, Mr. 
Thonig anchored hit vessel in five fathoms, 
and pulled up four or five miles in hit 
boat, lie describes the vslley Ihtough 
which the river runs lo be twenty unlet 
wide, finely wuoded, with some ntirii Land, 
The only trace uf a human being he saw 
on shore, was the footprints of a Maori, 
am! a piece of wood, on which had hetn 
written, with charcoal, instruction! lo ano- 
ther Maori lu folluw thewriterto Wangamii. 
Mr. 1 hums also stale, that in running down 
ihe coast, he saw ihe mouth of anuther 
considerable river, about thirty miles north 
of the Klack Reef. Ii is much to be 
regretted that so little ia knuwn uf this 
island. Mr. Tuckelt and his party have 
recemly furnished some valuable informa- 
tion respecting the Kaal Coast, bul of lhc 
Wesi Coast and ihe southern end of the 
island, very little is known. We hate 
been assured that from a Liltte north of 
Milford Haven, all the way up lo Cape 
Fuulwiud, ihe high mountain range 
recedes fruui the sea, leaving a tine level 
country, thirty miles wide. The few 
Mauneii who are acquainted with the 
West Coast say that from the navigable 
part of une uf ihe rivers near Cape Foul- 
wind, they ran walk across the island lu 
Banks's Pen i inula in three days. Whaling 
liai never been tried on ihe Weil Coart. 
Mr, Thonis stale* that in no part of New 
Zealand are Gsh iu plentiful. As whaling 
stations un that cuasl would draw their 
supplies from this port, we hope lo see the 
experiment med next season, and should 
the remit he furtunale, the advantage tu 
Nelaoo would be incalculable. — A'efW, 
Sicammet, J miliary 11.
